THERE may have already been some 
casualties, but the town’s business 
leaders are remaining bullish about 
our chances of riding out the storm 
sparked by the economic downturn. 

And they say Ashford is perfectly positioned to 
avoid the worst of the problems and come back 
fighting; bigger - and fitter - than ever before. 

Viv Kenny from the Ashford Town Centre 
Partnership said: “The town is dealing with a 
double wammy of the road works and the current 
climate. We have lost a few shops over this time 
but I would suggest that is the nature of retail. In 
any town businesses come and go; in the 
instances where we have had closures those 
shops have been filled again.” 

The words come after a leading business-to- 
business exhibition staged at the Ashford 
International hotel yesterday. 

Jo James, from the Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce that staged the event, said: “We have 
had 120 businesses exhibiting at this year’s event 
and a full house of 1,000 visitors. 

“If it is an indication of a slowdown then we 
have seen no evidence of that. We have had no 
more difficulty in attracting exhibitors.” 

There have been concerns that the town’s 
growth will be halted by the economic downturn 
but business says Ashford is better placed than 
most towns to come through the crisis. 

Mrs James said: “Businesses that are looking at 
relocating and expansion are going ahead with 
those projects regardless of the economic climate. 
I think that Ashford is a good bet anyway with 
things like the high-speed rail link being in our 
favour compared to other locations. 

“As far as long-term investors in the town are 
concerned, I actually think that things like the

Pollution fears 
for river near 
digester plant

CAMPAIGNERS against 
an anaerobic digester plant 
on the outskirts of Sellindge 
have highlighted the poten¬ 
tial risk to the area’s rivers. 

They say the plans at the former 
Otterpool Quarry site on the A20 - 
opposite the popular Airport Cafe - 
do not provide sufficient measures to 
deal with any pollution. 

In a statement the Sellindge 
Residents’ Association said: “Those 
who are proposing the scheme have 
failed to recognise there is no sewer 
to take potentially harmful liquids 
away from the quarry. 

“Nor are there any plans to protect 
a major groundwater source of drink¬ 
ing water for Kent. The Lower 
Greensand aquifer is directly under 
the proposed waste plant and close to 
the surface and will be easily pollut¬ 
ed from the considerable amount of 
foul water arising from the processes 
and operations on the site.” 

But Countrystyle Recycling, which 
is proposing the scheme, has hit back 
at the residents’ complaints saying 
the plant will have little impact on 
the environment. 

A spokesman for the company said: 
“The centre has been designed in 
accordance with current planning 
requirements and, if approved, will 


incorporate processes to manage and 
contain any polluted material in a 
totally enclosed environment. As 
such, the facility will not pose any 
threat to the countryside.” 

The company also says is has 
already changed its plans to deal 
with another of the villagers’ con¬ 
cerns. Campaigners had argued the 
new plant would lead to hundreds of 
extra lorry movements through the 
village every day. 

Iin response the company said: “We 
are working closely with KCC and 
the Environment Agency at all 
stages of this planning process to 
ensure the centre meets the most 
stringent standards and indeed the 
access into the site has already been 
revised so vehicles will not travel 
through Sellindge village.” 

The plant is designed to deal with 
95,000 tons of waste, making it one of 
the UK’s largest anaerobic installa¬ 
tions. The plants take household 
waste and break it down to a slurry 
and peat like material that is then 
spread on the land. Electricity is also 
generated by the plant. 

Countrystyle says the new plant 
will help the county deal with the 
problem of diminishing landfill sites. 

The spokesman added: “The com¬ 
pany is committed to creating a more 
eco friendly environment.” 

A meeting of the Sellindge 
Residents’ Association and county 
council planning officers took place 
last night.

ring road show that things are hap¬ 
pening. They can see improvements 
are taking place. 

“There is a general slowdown but 
our members are saying they are not 
having a particularly hard time, but 
they are being cautious. The continual 
comments about house prices, interest 
rates, fuel and the credit crisis do have 
a knock-on affect. We have to be care¬ 
ful we do not talk ourselves into reces¬ 
sion. We should be cautious but we 
should not let that affect growth. ” 

However, the continuing problem of 
the ring road is making it tough for 
retailers in the town centre. 

Ms Kenny said: “The new extension 
to County Square is great but Ashford 
does have its own unique problems at 
the moment. Until the ring road is fin¬ 
ished in October it is going to be hard 
for businesses to find their feet again. 
We are just waiting for that collar to be 
released.”

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Centre's seeds of 
doubt over future

WYEVALE garden centre chiefs 
say they are determined to stay 
alive in the town - despite propos¬ 
als for the controversial junction 
10a of the M20 forcing its demoli¬ 
tion. 

The popular centre on the A20 is slap bang 
in the middle of the proposed multi-million 
pound motorway link designed to provide bet¬ 
ter access to South Ashford. 

Centre spokesman Tom Wyatt said: “We are 
aware the proposal would mean our store 
would be demolished. 

“This is at an early stage but it is quite wor¬ 
rying for us to have this hanging over the site. 
We regard Ashford as a very important part 
of our Kent trading area.” 

The new junction would create a link 
between the A2070 through Sevington and 
make use of the existing Highfield Lane 
bridge. 

The Wyevale garden centre, along with 
other businesses on both sides of the M20, is 
directly under the site of the proposed junc¬ 
tion and is keen not to destroy its loyal cus¬ 
tomer base. 

He said: “The staff have had a full briefing 
about the situation. They are naturally con¬ 
cerned about their future because we have to 
find a suitable alternative site.” 

If approved, the road link is expected to cost 
between £66 million and £90 million and be 
completed by 2013. 

Mr Wyatt said the company realised the 
importance of the junction for the town’s 
future: “We understand there has to be a rea¬ 


son for the junction to be put there but it is 
important we can be in a position to find 
another site and get planning permission to 
use it. This is going to be very disruptive to 
our business. 

“We are determined to find an alternative 
because our customers are very important to 
us on that side of the town. 


“I hope we can find an acceptable location to 
the planning authority and everyone will 
help us do that.”

Bus service idea sends 
ambition off the rails 

BRAINS behind an ambitious scheme to bring 
a monorail to Ashford have slammed the deci¬ 
sion by councillors to shunt the project into the 
sidings. 

The council’s joint transportation board 
rejected a proposal to cough up the £150,000 
for a detailed feasibility study into the plans, 
first suggested last year. 

Original plans would have seen it link the 
Ashford Designer Outlet with the town centre. 

Albert Walton of the Ashford Construction 
Focus Group, the body behind the monorail 
plans, said: “The idea was to drive the quality 
of the town centre up and help make the town 
stand out from those around it. 

“If it’s not viable we would accept that. 
However, our initial research showed it would 
not only be economically viable but would pay 
for itself too. 

“The comment at the end was that perhaps 
we should come back in 30 years. But to build 
this system in the most economical way it 
needs to be in the planning stage now.” 

Instead the council intends to invest in bus 
services.

Parents have

THE Padua children’s ward at the 
William Harvey Hospital is to bene¬ 
fit from £10,000 raised by parents 
and staff. 

The proceeds come from a charity 
ball held at Swarling Manor, near 
Canterbury, earlier this month. 

The ward provides care for chil¬ 
dren with a wide range of condi¬ 
tions, from broken bones and high 
fevers, to epilepsy and cancer.

would be a lot easier with more and 
newer equipment. 

“We are looking forward to being 
able to buy new equipment to help 
children receive faster, more effec¬ 
tive treatment when they need it 
most.”

Internet gimmick 
won't stop illegal 
labour, says MP 


DAMIAN Green has slammed the 
government’s latest tactic of naming 
and shaming, on the internet, busi¬ 
nesses found guilty of employing ille¬ 
gal migrant labour. 

The Conservative MP hit out after 
a Chinese restaurant in the town 
found itself among the first to be 
identified on the UK Border 
Agency’s website. 

Lee’s Chinese Takeaway in 
Willesborough has been served with 
a £15,000 civil penalty for employing 
two illegal workers earlier this year. 

It came as the government agency 
is to set up new Local Immigration 
Teams to crackdown on the problem. 

But, speaking in his latest video 
diary for our free, broadband TV sis¬ 
ter site www.yourkenttv.co.uk, 
Green described the naming of the 
restaurant as a gimmick. 

He said: “Of course they should not 
employ people illegally but I don’t 
think this will make that much dif¬ 


ference, the government has chosen 
soft targets 

“There are no extra people and no 
extra powers. Until we get a proper 
integrated border police force the 
government will not make a real 
dent into illegal immigration. All 
this campaign does is create head¬ 
lines about how tough the govern¬ 
ment is being.” 

But Mr Green said the areas cov¬ 
ered by the clampdown revealed an 
inconsistency in the border agency’s 
approach: “I notice there were more 
raids in Kent than London. I find it 
hard to believe there are more illegal 
workers in Kent than in the capital. 

“Naming and shaming on websites 
is not a serious way of tackling the 
problem.” 

The borders agency says local busi¬ 
nesses will be able to speak to local 
immigration teams so they can get 
advice about employing migrant 
labour.

GLOBETROTTING vet Clive 
Munns is returning to his roots 
after time in Africa by opening a 
new surgery in the town. 

Following stints in Africa and the Far East, 
he has set-up shop to look after pets and other 
animals at the Evegate Business Centre in 
Smeeth. 

The Montgomery Veterinary Clinic will be 
a change from the refugee camps on the out¬ 
skirts of Nairobi where he has been keeping 
alive animals which are vital to the welfare of 
displaced people. 

But Mr Munns says the challenges of 
working in the UK are just another facet of his 
work. 

He explained: “Exotic animals remain the 
most difficult to deal with. But there is a 
culture and infrastructure of animal welfare 
in Britain which is very useful. And what I do 
is help all animals - regardless of species.” 

Mr Munns has worked in Kent for the past 
seven years at various practises. 

He also volunteers for a group called World 
Veterinary Services - a charity which enables

vets to volunteer in their spare time to work 
where their skills are most in demand globally. 

He was in the Kenyan capital, Nairobi, just 
a fortnight ago. 

He explained: “I was in a camp for displaced 
persons who had suffered in the aftermath of 
the violence surrounding the recent elections. 

Illegal 

“They had very little and their animals had 
even less. These people rely on their cattle and 
I was working to keep them alive and free 
from disease as well as helping the health of 
animals like donkeys and goats. 

“It was an animal welfare job which helped 
people in need as well.” 

Other recent assignments include working 
on feral cats and dogs in the Greek islands and 
one to Java in Indonesia. 

Mr Munns said: “There is a lot of illegal 
trade in protected species in the area and 
some rehabilitation centres have been set up 
to look after animals which have fallen victim

to these activities. 

“I was working with monkeys, panthers and 
even elephants. There is no rulebook about the 
best way to treat these sorts of species so it is 
a real challenge.”

Make a difference’ and the service 
wants to show that even small changes in 
daily routine can make a difference to a child’s 
safety and could even save their life. 

The home fire safety check is available 
for all parents, grandparents and carers until 
Sunday. 

Fire is one of the biggest killers of chil¬ 
dren in the home and KFRS is strongly 
encouraging people to take up its offer of 
a free check. 

KFRS head of community safety, Stuart 
Skilton, said: “I would urge all Kent residents 
to take advantage of our free home fire safety 
check service. 

“Small steps such as fitting a smoke alarm 
and testing it weekly will help reduce the risk 
of death or injury to you or your loved ones 
should fire break out in the home. 

“Also, small actions like keeping escape 
routes clear, not removing smoke alarm 
batteries for children’s toys and remembering 
not to overload electrical sockets can make the 
difference between life or death.”

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How did you get into tattooing? 

A My father ran the shop for 25 years. We 
moved here in 1984 so we have been around 
the parlour all our lives. I did not want to go into 
tattooing. I had studied a bit of music and was 
thinking of getting into that. But then I started 
to work here part-time and it just seemed that 
my brother and I made a really good team. 

QHow has tattooing changed over the years? 

A My father is from the old school of tattoo¬ 
ing. He was a biker. It has changed a lot in 
the last 15 years. I think he found it hard 
coming to terms with how mainstream it 
has become. It’s much more accepted for peo¬ 
ple to have a tattoo. 

In some ways that is good, it means the 
actual artwork has improved tremendously 
because people are pushing themselves much 
further, but in terms of what the idea of hav¬ 
ing a tattoo meant, that has been lost. We have 
people coming in who are in their 50s. 

They would not have dreamt of having one 15 
years ago. Twenty years ago, if a girl brought 
home a boy covered in tattoos, it would have 
been a disaster but now people seem more 
excited than anything else. Now it is not so 
much a statement, it is just decoration. 

Qwhat was growing up in Ashford like? 

A lt was good. I had some of the same prob¬ 
lems that all kids go through but it was 


a lot quieter then. My brother Ben and I 
started playing music when we were kids. 
We were ten, jamming in our bedroom. 

Q What's the town's music scene like? 

A in terms of the bands and musicians it 
is brilliant. The standards are really 
high. In terms of the scene itself, it is bad. 
There are no proper venues, it lacks proper 
support. The only venue left is the 
Downtown Diner, which is OK but it is not 
a dedicated venue. 

We really could do with a proper place that 
everyone can go to, not just the over-18s. In 
a lot of places it just comes down to how 
much beer they can sell. It would be good to 
have a place where younger people can 
enjoy the music. 

QWhat do you think of Ashford? 

A A lot of people outside of Ashford seem 
to not like it very much and I don’t real¬ 
ly know why that is. It isn’t that bad. I 
would say it is a town that tries really hard 
but often the efforts seem to be in the wrong 
direction. 

It never quite gets there. Money seems to 
get spent on pointless things, like painting 
the Victoria fountain a horrible brown. Why 
did they do that? They seem to be spending 
money on things that should have happened 
ten years ago. 

We could do with a venue that attracts 


things from outside of Ashford. Not just in 
music but in theatre or dance, like the 
Marlowe in Canterbury. I don’t see why 
Ashford could not have something like that. 
If they want to be more cultural they need to 
put some culture in it. 

Q What do you think about the extra growth around 
the town? 

When I was growing up it still seemed 
more of a farming town with the market. 
There was still a lot of green land about. Now 
it seems they just want to join all those up 
and create some massive urbanised sprawl. 

I think you have to be careful those places 
don’t just become a ghetto. There are lots of 
people coming from places like London and 
getting crammed into a small area but there 
aren’t the amenities for people. 

A bowling alley is not going to be enough. 
You need the hospitals and the schools to 
support it. 

Q You are playing Glastonbury how do you feel 
about that? 

We are chuffed because we were selected 
by the people who run Glastonbury. At 
the moment we are concentrating on creating 
a proper show and make sure it is tight and a 
real performance. We are also trying to get a 
spot at Zoo8. 

We are at a stage in our career when we are 
not an amateur band any more. We should 
be out touring the country but it is difficult 
because we all have jobs and families.

Bluewater 
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Hard shoulder dead end

DRIVERS whose vehicles break 
down on a section of the M20 could 
face the “terrifying experience” of 
being trapped in fast-moving traf¬ 
fic under plans to scrap the hard 
shoulder. 

The Highways Agency want to turn the car¬ 
riageway set aside for emergencies into a “run¬ 
ning lane” as a cheaper alternative to road 
widening. 

It is already being tested on selected motor¬ 
ways elsewhere in the UK 

The agency - which is £3 billion over budget 
in its road-building programme - says it would 
save millions on the proposals which affect 
motorways up and down the country. 

Widening a major highway costs £40 million 
a mile whereas conversion costs £10 million. 

The plans propose that traffic safety and 
driver assistance would be in the hands of 
CCTV operators who would close the hard 
shoulder with a series of “X” signs on over¬ 
head gantries when they noticed a vehicle in 
trouble. 

The idea is still at an early stage, but a 
stretch of the M20 in the middle of the county 


THE National Trust has launched the Big 
Switch, a nationwide project to change 
40,000 light bulbs in its historic houses and 
holiday cottages to low-energy alternatives 
in a bid to cut harmful emissions. 

Once installed, the bulbs in the trust’s 
Kent properties will save about 70 tonnes of 
C02 each year - equivalent to taking 24 cars 
off the road for a year. 

The move, which will reduce annual ener¬ 
gy and maintenance costs by about £13,500, 
will also include modifying offices, cafes and 
restaurants owned by the conservation body. 

Among the buildings owned by the organ¬ 
isation are Chartwell, former home of Sir 


is one of the areas thought to be under consid¬ 
eration for the scheme. The location has yet to 
be confirmed. 

Nationwide more than 250 miles of the 
busiest motorways have been suggested, 
including sections of the M25, M23, M6 and 
M4 as well as a section of the Ml stretching 
from the Midlands to the North East. 

It is being tested along the M42 east of 
Birmingham during busy periods and the 
Highways Agency said there had been “minor 
collisions” but no deaths or serious injuries. 

This had persuaded bosses that the scheme 
was workable. However, it has come under fire 
from motoring organisation the AA. 

Edmund King, its president, said: “The 
agency is jumping the gun by reducing the 
number of refuges [hard shoulders]. 

“We are concerned that motorists will be 
caught short, unable to reach the next refuge 
and having the terrifying experience of being 
stopped amid fast-flowing traffic.” 

The Campaign for Better Transport also dis¬ 
approves of the plans. 

Campaigner Richard George said: 
“Ministers tried to sell ‘hard-shoulder running’ 
as a greener alternative to widening. 

“But they keep moving the goalposts and are 
turning it into a polluting and risky way of 
squeezing every last inch of capacity out of our 
roads.”

part of the spectrum, is not necessary for us 
to be able to see. If this element is reduced or 
even eliminated from light sources, the ben¬ 
efits are significant.” 

As part of the Big Switch, the trust will 
make use of hundreds of different types of 
low-energy bulbs, including a new bulb 
made by Philips called the Master Classic. It 
uses technology which emits less UV. 

Ms Lithgow said: “New developments in 
energy-saving light bulbs have enabled us to 
undertake our Big Switch. 

“We have now been able to change bulbs in 
many locations without compromising the 
appearance of our collections for visitors.”

Plea to get homes 
running efficiently 

EMPTY properties across the county which 
could go on the market for housing or com¬ 
mercial use must be made energy efficient 
before sales go ahead, according to the 
Green Party. 

Greens are particularly concerned that 
low-cost housing should be adapted as it is 
likely to be lived in by those on the lower 
end of the wage scale who may not be able 
to afford the work themselves. 

There are an estimated 25,000 empty 
properties of all types across the county. 

These include: 1,922 unused homes in 
Ashford, 1,395 in Canterbury, 1,835 in 
Dover, 3,127 across Medway, 1,365 in 
Swale, 1,564 in Maidstone, 1,557 in 
Shepway and 1,312 in Thanet. 

Green Party spokesman Steve Dawe said: 
“The huge number of empty properties in 
Kent - 18,403 homes and the rest commer¬ 
cial buildings - offers a considerable 
resource to the county council for creating 
useable homes to the highest standards of 
energy efficiency. 

“As many of these are likely to go into the 
rental sector or be used for social housing, 
they are likely to be inhabited by people on 
low incomes who may not have the cash 
available to fund such work themselves. 

“Therefore it is up to local authorities to 
undertake the work before such properties 
go on the market. 

“This would allow new residents to meet 
the challenge of rising energy bills.” 

Mr Dawe said it was up to the 
Government to help fund such work. 

“Kent councils have limited resources as 
long as central government allocates so 
much tax revenue to itself,” he added.

However, according to Highways the link will be subject to a 


40mph speed limit and there 
will be at least one - and 
possibly two - sets of traffic 
lights along it. 

If you add these to the traffic 
lights already in situ near 
Ashford’s domestic rail station 
and the second set soon to be 
installed by the international 
station, it is clear to see that 
anyone using this route during 
rush hour to get to work in the 
town centre is likely to face an 
extremely long and frustrating 
journey.

Families of disabled 
children need help 

There are 770,000 disabled children 
living in the UK and most are cared 
for at home by a family member. 

These families face enormous 
financial challenges, with more than 
half living in poverty. 

Despite this, many families are 
not claiming the benefits they are 
entitled to. For those claiming, it is 


crucial to get regular advice to 
maximise income, as changes in 
benefit rules or family 
circumstances can have an impact. 

From October 27, incapacity 
benefit and income support for 
people with health problems will be 
replaced by the employment support 
allowance (ESA). Families with a 
disabled teenager bom before 
October 27,1992, have a choice: they 
can either claim the existing 
benefits now or wait and claim ESA 
at a later date. Some will be worse 
off on the new ESA, depending on 
individual circumstances. 

It is important that families get 
advice now to find out how it will 
affect them. 

There are an estimated 28,000 
families in the UK who are missing 
out on much-needed extra income 
through additional tax credits 
because they do not know to tell HM 
Revenue and Customs they are 
receiving disability living allowance. 

Contact a Family, the national 
charity that supports families of 
disabled children, has a freephone 
helpline - 0808 808 3555 - staffed 
by benefits experts and trained 
parent advisers. 

We would urge families with a 
disabled child to call the Contact a 
Family helpline to make sure they 
are getting every penny they are 
entitled to.

ELVEY Farm is a medieval gem of a building 
in a magical setting surrounded by 75 acres 
of idyllic countryside close to the village of 
Pluckley.

The restaurant itself is in a 16th century 
bam with amazing views.

■ The Walnut Tree 


THE inn known as the Walnut 
Tree was built during the reign 
of Richard II (1377-1399) and 
started life as no more than a 
timber-framed wattle and daub 
hut with a thatched roof. 

In the mid-15th century, a 
small bedroom was added at a 
higher level and by the turn of 
the 16th century, a number of 
improvements had been carried 
out and the main dwelling 
enlarged. 

Ale was brewed here in the 
17th century and a licence to sell 
ales and ciders was granted. 

During the Napoleonic Wars, it 
was the stronghold of the 
Aldington Gang - an infamous 
band of smugglers who roamed 


the marshes and shores of Kent. 

High up on the southern side of 
the pub is a small window, 
through which the gang would 
shine a signal to their confeder¬ 
ates on Aldington Knoll. The 
ghost of George Ransley, a 


bygone smuggler, is reputed to 
haunt the inn and many strange 
happenings have been reported. 

Today, the Walnut Tree has an 
excellent restaurant which 
serves fine food. A speciality is 
sizzling grillstones, the oldest 


form of cooking. Diners cook 
their meat dish on stones at the 
table. The Walnut Tree has 
offered this method for seven 
years and is extremely popular.

GODFATHERS of glam 
punk The New York Dolls 
will headline the second 
day of this year’s Lounge on 
the Farm festival. 

The influential ‘70s outfit, famed 
for their extravagant and raucous 
performances, will truly test the 
‘lounge’ aspect of the three-day 
event’s name - bringing their trade¬ 
mark rock, rock and more rock sound 
to Merton Farm’s cow shed.

TV MONSTER Top Gear 
returned to our tellyboxes on 
Sunday, and Clarkson and co 
didn’t waste much time in 
burning enough petrol to run 
a Shell garage dry while 
tearing a new hole in the 
ozone layer. 

Not that anyone will really care - I 
mean what’s the future of our planet 
when compared with an hour’s quality 
escapism? 

It’s remarkable how this show has 
become engrained into the national 
psyche in the past few years, especially 
since, in its former incarnation (more 
motoring magazine show than jet- 
propelled stunt festival), it was axed. 

Top Gear has since gone on to 
become event TV, not easy in a world 
where we have about 200 channels to 
choose from. 

Millions of us, including many such 
as me who really don’t care much 
about cars, sit down on a Sunday night 
for our petroleum fix to drool at cars 
we know we’ll never own. 

While it is Clarkson and Hammond 
who dominate the headlines and often 
the show itself, for me it is James May 
who is the real star of the show.

BRIAN Cox is resting on a bright 
red sofa, recalling the toughest day 
of filming on his latest movie The 
Escapist. 

The veteran actor joined Joseph Fiennes, 
Damien Lewis and Dominic Cooper in Dublin 
on a tight 26-day shoot to make the prison 
break thriller - and the whole cast had to pull 
together. 

“There’s a scene where they come to a wall 
and break through it and build a tunnel. The 
day we were doing it, we had lost a morning 
due to a change in the schedule and I thought, 
We’re not going to do this, it’s ridiculous’,” he 
admits. 

“But we worked really fast and the sense of 
commitment was incredibly moving. I sudden¬ 
ly thought, Wow, we know what we’re up 
against’, in terms of the characters in the story 
- and to get the film made. That was a fantas¬ 
tic day.” 

Cast bonding aside, it’s fair to say the film 
wouldn’t have been made at all had it not been 
for Cox’s involvement. In fact, it was written 
with him in mind. 

The 62-year-old star of the Bourne films had 
met first-time director Rupert Wyatt when 
they worked together for three days on a short 
film called Get The Picture. 

Cox had just completed filming on Troy and 
was suffering from flu when he met up with 
Wyatt for the evening and gave him an offer 
he couldn’t refuse - to write a strong central 
character he could play in a feature film. 

We’d had a lot of wine that evening and I’m 
very keen on encouraging new talent, because 
if you take care of them they’ll take care of you. 
As I get older, it’s quite important to be taken 
care of,” he explains, with a chuckle. 

The Escapist centres around Frank Perry 
(Cox), a prisoner resigned to spending the rest 
of his days inside for a crime he committed 
long ago. 

But when Frank receives a letter from his 
estranged daughter, saying she is critically ill 
after an overdose, he decides to escape so he 
can see her again. 

However, he can’t do so without help, so he 
gathers together a motley crew of other con-

“It’s the classic ‘men in dire straits’ situa¬ 
tion,” says Brian, in his soft Scottish brogue.

“WATCH out,” cried our fresh- 
faced guide, Yarab. Our mini-van 
screeched to a halt as the driver 
slammed on the breaks, thrusting 
us forward. 

“It’s okay. We missed her,” Yarab said with a 
note of relief in his voice. 

Could it have been a pedestrian? Hardly 
likely. At 4,000m and surrounded by clouds, 
we were on one of the highest road passes in 
the Himalayan Kingdom of Bhutan. In fact, 
our vehicle had come to a shuddering stop to 
avoid a chicken crossing the road. 

It is against the dominant religion in 
Bhutan, Drukpa or Tibetan Buddhism, to 
harm any living being, even a fly... or a chick¬ 
en come to that. It’s a way of life that makes 
for a gentle race of warm-hearted and deeply 
spiritual people in the spectacular mountain 
kingdom. 

There are not enough superlatives in the dic¬ 
tionary to describe Bhutan. Cliches like ‘heav¬ 
en on earth’ ring true here. 

Incredible scenery, a fascinating heritage, a 
rich culture of Buddhism and selfless people 
make a trip ‘an experience like no other’, 
‘never to be forgotten’ and ‘mesmerising’. 

Often referred to as ‘the last Shangri-La’ it is 
indeed a mystical place, sandwiched between 
India and China, and neighbours Tibet and 
Nepal. 

Rich, deep, green valleys make up the west, 
sub-tropical jungles the south, while the snow- 
covered peaks of the Himalaya are to the 
north. 

Almost completely cut off for centuries,

Bhutan, which has population of around 
700,000, only began to open up to outsiders in 
the 1970s. 

You won’t find many backpackers though, as 
visitors have to pay a government tax of 200 
US dollars per day for the privilege of being in 
the country. 

Tourism is still restricted and has to be 
arranged through a travel agent, but more 
and more people are being allowed in. 

Arriving into to Bhutan itself is an adven¬ 
ture. The only airport, in Paro, about 30 miles 
from the capital Thimphu, lies deep in one of 
the picturesque valleys. 

This makes for a nerve-wracking landing as 
you descend with what seems like inches to 
spare. But in its 24 years of operation, the 
national airline has never had any mishaps. 

Hotels here are limited in number but one 
which stands out is the luxurious Uma Paro, a 
boutique hotel built around a traditional, 
white-washed stone house. 

Everything about the hotel - from its mini¬ 
malist lobby to the beautiful one-bedroom vil¬ 
las - spells understated luxury and there’s a 
strong emphasis on relaxation. 

Paro valley offers so much for visitors and no 
visit would be complete without a trek to the 
Taktshang, the country’s most famous 
monastery. 

Also known as Tiger’s Nest, the pretty, 
white-washed monastery hangs on a cliff at 
900 metres above the floor of the valley. 

One of the most popular routes into the 
country is the 50-minute Druk Air flight via

Calcutta and our party spent two nights at the five- 
star Sonar Hotel in Calcutta, which belongs to the 
Sheraton hotel group, en route. 

Paro and Calcutta could not be further removed, 
despite being neighbours. Calcutta is a frenetic and 
crowded city buzzing with busy streets, the perfect 
antidote is a few days in Paro - where you’ll feel on 
top of the world.

Collapsing chains 
creating problem 

IN a volatile property market, one of the 
major things that sellers have to be 
wary of is getting into a long chain. 

Instability means transactions are 
more likely to go wrong - so in a chain 
all the participants would be affected. 

The Fall Through Index produced by 
Quickmovenow, a company which buys 
homes from sellers wanting a quick sale, 
indicates the risk of a sale falling 
through has doubled since 2006 and 
stands at about 50 per cent. 

Spencer Botchin, of Kinleigh Folkard 
and Hayward estate agency, said: “Col¬ 
lapsing chains are increasingly common. 

“In particular, this is happening with 
‘down valuations’ after mortgage sur¬ 
veys [where cautious surveyors value 
the property at a lower price, reducing 
the amount that buyers can borrow and 
resulting in them having to pull out], or 
simply when buyers have a change of 
heart.” 

One possible solution is for any person 
in the chain who has a cash shortfall to 
be covered by others, either in the form 
of a loan or grant. 

Another possibility is to have standbys 
in the chain - people who may not have 
been ready to sell when it started but 
may be later in the year. 

Swingles sustain 
designer market 

THE Sex and the City-style singles 
market for designer properties is still 
resilient, with people who live alone look¬ 
ing to buy despite the continuing gloom 
which surrounds home values. 

Whether male or female, they want 
somewhere which is secure as well as 
close to where there is nightlife and 
action such as bars and restaurants. 

They also want new homes to be easy 
to commute from - and they do want 
ultra-cool, contemporary homes with all 
the hi-tech features. 

Impressing guests is high on the list, so 
all factors in choosing a home are taken 
into account. 

And they are making a positive impact 
on the market as so many are looking to 
buy at the top end, which stimulates 
demand and helps to fight off recession. 

“In high-end developments the pro¬ 
portion of single buyers is around 20 per 
cent, split equally between men and 
women, with a large chunk of that made 
up of divorced people,” said Ed Lewis, 
head of Savills New Homes. 


Always a silver lining 
for some investors 

And fixed-rate lending goes up despite trend

A SURVEY by Abbey has revealed that 
some people quite like the idea of falling 
house prices as it could be something 
that helps them when it comes to invest¬ 
ment. 

The findings stated 3.9 million homeowners were 
happy to wait to see how the market panned out. 

But 1.2 million said recent dips in price were an 
opportunity to move up the housing ladder with bar¬ 
gains coming on to the market. 

In addition, 827,000 believe the best move for them 
is to sell up, rent for a time while prices continue to 
fall, then buy again at a cheaper cost, pocketing the 
profit. 

However, while these findings seem to show that, 
even in a market downturn, many good investment 
opportunities arise, there may be good news of stabil¬ 
ity on the horizon. 

Market analysts have seen a slight increase in 
value alongside other indications that confidence in 
the industry is returning. 

Anomaly 

Department for Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment figures for house prices in April, based on mort¬ 
gage completions, showed a 0.7 per cent rise in prices. 

Set against recent polls indicating price falls, that 
might be seen as just an anomaly, but figures for the 
month from the Council of Mortgage Lenders have 
also indicated a pick-up in lending. 

The figures for the month showed an eight per cent 
increase in volume since March, rising from £24.1 
billion to £26.1 billion. 

While this was still five per cent lower than a year 
earlier, that compares favourably with the year-on- 
year figures in March, which were down 24 per cent 
from 2007. 

Another feature of the trend was that fixed-rate 
lending has gone up. This accounted for 59 per cent of 
all deals, compared with 54 per cent in March. 

CML director general Michael Coogan said: “There 
has been a resurgence of fixed-rate lending as borrow¬ 
ers are seeking certainty. 

“This trend is likely to continue as the anticipation 
of future Bank base rate cuts has diminished.”

Skoda claims the Greenline estate version is 
actually the greenest, leanest and most com¬ 
petitively priced in its class. 

The Czech car maker has achieved this 
miserliness by fitting further aerodynamic 
panels beneath the chassis, replacing the 
spare tyre with a puncture repair kit and rais¬ 
ing the front bumper by 35mm. 

But there is a ‘but’ and one we are all going 
to have to face sooner or later as we strive for 


or are forced towards greener motoring, for the 
Greenline is not exactly a treat to drive. 

Sure the Fabia range generally grips, 
handles and rides better than many in the 
supermini segment, but the Greenline’s 80bhp 
1.4-litre engine is both a three-cylinder and a 
diesel, a double-disadvantage on the refine¬ 
ment front. 

The only time the racket fades is during 
motorway cruising, when you also have the 
satisfaction of knowing that a tall fifth gear is 
allowing the car to sip fuel, making the 
Greenline ideal for a regular and increasingly 
expensive daily commute. 

Skoda has also made the latest Fabia a 
brighter place to be; endless dark trimming of 
the cabin in the old car has been replaced with 
a two-tone scheme. 

As before, the quality of the materials is 
robust while the dashboard is well-organised, 
with decent stowage. 

Space front and back is generous for this class 
and the estate works well, delivering 480 litres 
of boot space or 1,460 of load space with seats 
folded, compared with 300/1,168 for the hatch.

A FOUR-over par final round of 76 
cost Benn Barham the chance 
to clinch his best finish on the 
European Tour after the weekend’s 
BMW International Open. 

The Chart Hills golfer began 
the final round tied for third, seven 
shots behind runaway leader 
Martin Kaymer, but five bogeys and 
just a single birdie saw him finish 
tied 24th. 

Barham started the competition 
strongly, carding a bogey-free open¬ 
ing round of 68, which placed him 
firmly in the top ten. 

He continued to impress in the 
second round at the Munich course, 
shooting 68 once again. Towards 
the end of the second day, Barham 
held the lead in the tournament for 
the first time this season. 

However, fast-improving Kaymer 
took the lead with a stunning nine 
under par round of 63. Barham 
found himself in front of golfs most 
famous names including Retief 
Goosen and Colin Montgomerie. 

Barham, lying in tied second, 
went into the third round trying to 
consolidate his excellent form over 
the first two days. He didn’t fail 
and kept the pressure on the lead¬ 
ers with a three under par round

A DREAM opportunity to take on 
some of the best riders in the 
world at the British round of the 
MotoGP series ended in disaster 
for Toby Markham. 

The 20-year-old Sellindge rider 
received a wildcard entry to the 
250cc event at Donington Park 
earlier this month and was eager 
to race in front of more than 
100,000 spectators. 

But Markham’s hopes were 
shattered after a 120mph acci¬ 
dent saw him break his elbow, 
rendering him unfit to make the 
race on Sunday. Markham had 
already set a time good enough to 


qualify, but was determined to 
push up the grid when the acci¬ 
dent occurred. 

Markham said: “I couldn’t 
believe it. The most annoying 
thing is we had already qualified, 
but I wanted to go better and was 
pushing hard. 

“I just lost control of the bike at 
120mph, which was scary, and slid 
into the barriers. We had targeted 
to beat the other Yamaha rider - 
Doni Tata Pratata - and we were 
doing so, but the injury forced me 
out of the race which is a big blow.” 

Markham, who races in the 
UEM 250cc Championship, 
hopes to recover in time for the 
fifth round of the series at Schleiz 
in Germany next month.

Hectic schedule is 
part of the game 

KENT Spitfires face a crucial three days in 
the defence of their Twenty20 crown as 
qualification for the quarter-finals goes 
down to the wire. 

Rob Key’s side topped the south division 
before last night’s game away to Middlesex. 

But with five teams competing for the top 
two positions, the Spitfires will need to pick 
up points from the final group games 
against Surrey today and Sussex on Friday 
to be sure of progressing to the last eight. 

Coach Graham Ford admits the schedule 
is difficult, but the players are used to it and 
the prospect of reaching another final is 
enough to spur them on. 

He said: “The way the programme is, the 
players have to have a pretty short memory 
after defeats because it is such a hectic 
schedule. It’s a difficult one because we do 
not have a great deal of time to prepare for 
the competition. We started with the county 
championship and the Friends Provident 
and then suddenly we are straight into 
Twenty20. It is difficult to get tactics and 
strategies in place, so often you have to rely 
on the characters in the team.” 

Kent have used an unchanged line-up so 
far in the competition and it looks as 
though they will resist the temptation to 
bring players such as Martin Saggers, 
Robbie Joseph, Amjad Khan and Matt 
Walker back into the frame. 

The Spitfires have used a tried and trust¬ 
ed formula for the competition with three 
front line batsmen, together with five gen¬ 
uine all-rounders, Geraint Jones behind the 
stumps and two main bowlers. 

Ford believes the success of last season’s 
Twenty20 campaign was down to the play¬ 
ers knowing they are part of a secure set-up 
and that won’t change this year. 

He said: “Changing the team is not that 
easy because we are trying to take the play¬ 
ers forward as the competition is a different 
skill set to come up against. 

‘We didn’t make a great deal of changes 
last year and it is a good thing to have a 
settled side with players secure in their 
positions - we won’t be making any knee- 
jerk reactions.”
